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Kohn Suggests Career Service 


There is a need for creation 
of career jobs in the district at- 
torney’s office, Aaron Kohn said I 
Wednesday. 

Kohn, managing director of 
the Metropolitan New Orleans 
Crime Commission Inc., said 
during a meeting of the Young 
Men’s Business Club at the 
Roosevelt Hotel, that creation of 
such jobs would eliminate pres- 
sures for special privileges. 

“There is also a need for a 
grand jury with greater author-, 
ity,” he continued. “There is a 
need for authority to create 
blue ribbon grand juries and aj 
need for career jobs in the at- 
torney general’s office." 

Kohn said he sees a need for 
an organized crime unit in the 
district attorney’s office; a need 
to enact a law giving the at- 
torney general the right to sup- 
plant the district attorney sub- 
ject to review by the courts; a 
need to reinstate the right of a 
judge to conduct a public hear- 
ing at his own volition, the re- 
quest of a district attorney, or 
by the petition of 25 persons.
